SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Attorneys for Sara Jane Moore 
have disclosed they will use insanity as a defense in her trial 
next week on charges of trying to kill President Ford. 
Public Defender Jam es Hewitt told reporters Monday he 
has informed the U.S. Attorney’s office he will use a defense 
of diminished m ental capacity. He said he was making the 
disclosure in accordance with a new federal requirement 
that defense attorneys notify the prosecution when they 
intend to use such a course in the trial. 
Miss Moore, 45, a onetim e informant for the FBI and 
Treasury Department, was accused of firing a pistol at Ford 
Sept. 22 as he w as em erging from a downtown hotel. The 
President w as not hit. 
Her trial starts Monday. 
Long Wait Seen 


LONDON (UPI) — Police trained in cracking hostage 
sieges said today a two-day standoff by Irish Republican 
Army gunmen holding a middle-aged couple in their London 
living room is only the beginning of a long wait. 
“The operation is still at a very early stage.” Police 
Deputy Assistant Commissioner Wilford Gibson said as the 
siege entered its third day. “ Forty-eight hours is the very 
beginning of these things.” 
The IRA gunmen, wanted for questioning about dozens of 
fatal bombings in the London area in the past 18 months, 
burst into the apartment of John and Sheila Matthews 
Saturday night after a gunbattle with police. 
Police originally said they believed there were four 
gunmen barricaded in the M atthews’s 13-by-14 foot living 
room. But they later said it was possible there were only 
three and the fourth had escaped during the confusion 
Saturday. 
Authorities still believe Michael Wilson, the most wanted 
man in Britain, is among them. 
Wilson is wanted in connection with the murder two weeks 
ago of Ross McWhirter, coeditor of the Guinness Book of 
Records and an anti-terrorist crusader.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A House subcom m ittee has re­ 
turned from Paris with a North Vietnamese promise to 
account *or A m ericans m issing in Indochina and a request 
the United States lift its trade em bargo and provide recon­ 
struction aid. 
Rep. G V. “ Sonny” Montgomery, D-M iss., leader of the 12- 
m em ber delegation to Paris over the weekend, said Monday 
he did not believe the promise and request were linked. 
“ I didn t really get that im pression,” he said. “We m ade it. 
clear that we couldn’t negotiate. In my opinion (the promise) 
was not linked to anything.” 
President Ford’s “Pacific Doctrine” issued in Hawaii 
Sunday provides the only indication the United States might 
consider lifting its trade embargo. Ford said, “We are 
prepared to reciprocate gestures of good will — particularly 
the return of the rem ains of Americans killed or m issing in 
action or information about them .” 
The North Vietnam ese said they would release the 
rem ains of three Americans and continue searching for 
other m issing. The Pentagon lists over 800 servicem en as 
m issing in action from Indochina, and 1,500 dead but their 
bodies not recovered.
